transportation or Importation for the 
purpose of sale of intoxicating liquors 
other than distilled or spirltous li- 
quors an offense punishable by iin- 
prifbnmcnt In the penitentiary for 
not less than one nor more than five 
years.

Judge Oeborri reading from Mayor 


Gableman'g special message explain- 
ing' his reasons for disapproving tlie 
legislation, asked several questions

In an opinion given by . Solicitor' 


Shcrrarcl M. Johnson on questions af- 
fecting the city's financial affairs 
whicli developed nt a recent meeting 
of the Finance Committee held for 
the purpose.of formulating the semi- 
annual appropriation ordinance, he 
holds that the city cannot legally 
issue certificates of indebtedness in 
1923 in anticipation of the collection 
of 1024 taxes. 


In his communication addressed to 


George M. Osborn, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, the solicitor dis- 
cusses the problem at some length as 
follows:

Dear Sir: 


Your committee has indicated an 


intention to adopt a finance program 
for the ensuing year, and it seems 
advisable at this time to suggest a 
method of ro-flnaneing past indebted- 
ness on operating exiwnse, such in- 
debtedness being - more familiarly 
known to your committee us de- 
ficiencies in the Safety and Service 
Funds. Discussion of this matter is 
in order at the present time because 
some plan must be completed l>efore 
the eml of this j-ear to take care of 
these deficiencies by 
bond 
issue. 


From the City Auditor's report, the 
deficit in the 
Safety Fund nt the 


close of 1!)£J was $25,730.00 while 
the deficit in the Service Fund was 
Sir>,450.00, making a total deficit of 
$41,200.01). These deficits 
in 
the 


operating expense of 
the City are 


represented by Certificates 
of 
in- 


debtedness which could perhaps be 
ivncwed during this fiscal year on 
the theory of anticipated revenue, or

still have authority to issue Certi- 
ficates of Indebtedness 
in anticipa- 


tion of the collection of taxes, etc., 
to be actually received for such fiscal 
year, after deducting 'all advances, 
in accordance with Section 3013 G. 
C.. but such certificates' must be paid 
with money collected

The time has come when econ- 
omy must be practiced in our school 
system as well as in every cfther de- 
partment of state. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars 


annually would he saved in the con- 
struction of 
elementary and 
high 


school buildings if the general assent 
lily would provide a measure of state 
control over the caprices of over-en- 
thusiastic boards of education, which 
too frequently seek their advice from,
